anxiety, and prevents them fleeing the premises! 
(A lesson my-parents learned the hard way). Next, 
make a comfortable area for your skittish pet; you 
might not be able to soundproof an entire room, 
but find a spot in your basement or elsewhere where 
exterior sound is muffled. Add extra padding to a 
crate or other place of comfort and try purchasing 
a “thundershirt” to see if that cradles them into 
a sense of calm. If you don’t plan on going out 
to see any upcoming fireworks yourself, your 
presence alone can be of great support. Finally, 
if all else fails, medication is there as a method of 
last resort. Talk to your veterinarian and together 
you can decide whether this path is worth pursuing. 
Hopefully these simple steps can help ensure 
that your pets won't be left traumatized any 
time there are fireworks — fourth of July and 
beyond. Here's to a safe and trauma-free summer!

East Hampton 
Town Fined in 
Truck Beach Case

Suffolk County court judge fined the 

Town of East Hampton and the East 
Hampton Town Trustees $239,000 after rul- 
ing that the entities were in contempt of court 
in the Truck Beach case. 

Judge Paul J. Baisley Jr. issued the fines on 
June 30 when he found the pair had violated 
a February 2021 court order prohibiting SUV 
and truck drivers with town-issued permits 
to drive on a long-dispute stretch of beach 
near Napéague. 

“The defendants have clearly demonstrated 
an appallingly studied indifference and delib- 
erate disobedience to the lawful and unequiv- 
ocal orders of this court and the Appellate 
Division,” the judge wrote. 

The New York State Court of Appeals, the 
state’s highest court, denied in September the 
town’s motion to hear an appeal of a lawsuit 
the town lost when an earlier appeals ruling 
found the public is not allowed to drive on 
- and fish from the beach in front of the ocean- 
front property owners’ homes. 

A group of fishermen drove on the beach in 
an act of civil disobedience and filed a class 
action lawsuit against the homeowners. The 
homeowners sought to have summonses 
that town offices issued the fishermen heard 
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in Baisley’s court. But in the same ruling in. 


which Baisley fined the town, he also denied 
the homeowners’ request and sent the tres- 
passing charges back to East Hampton Town 
Justice Court. 

Town officials could not be reached on the 
fine.

Property Owner 


Slapped With Sys 
Tickets |

Montauk property owner was issued dozens 

of tickets last week for renting a house and 
other structures on the property more than 50 
times, starting in May of 2021. 

The Town of East Hampton obtained a subpoe- 
na for rental records from the online marketplace 
for short-term rentals Airbnb, Inc., which showed 
that the property at 64 S. Elroy Street on Fort 
Pond had been rented at least 55 times during a 
nine-month period, with rents paid seas more 
than $100,000. 

According to the town, its rene code allows 
only two short-term rentals of less than two 
weeks within any six-month period: 

In conjunction with the town’s ordinance en- 
forcement department, the town attorney’s office 
conducted a three-month investigation, which 
led to 57 field appearance tickets for alleged vio- 
lations of the town’s rental registry laws, filed 
against Harvey Elgart and 64 S. Elroy LLC. 

“Our East Hampton Town codes are designed 
to protect property owners and residents from 
the impacts resulting from the misuse of resi- 
dential properties, such as turning a residence 
into a money-making, commercial venture,” East 
Hampton Town Supervisor Peter Van Scoyoc said 
in a statement last week. 

“The transformation of single-family houses 
into heavy turnover rentals advertised on Airbnb 
and other sites has had a noticeable negative im-

pact on the character of our neighborhoods and 
community. The Town will continue to pursue le-

po owned Montauk Airport has a new di- 
rector following its recent purchase by an un-

The only certainty is that the buyer is definitely 
not the Town of East Hampton, which issued a news 
release June 28 stating that it was in negotiations 
with the prior owners to acquire the airport, but that 
deal fell through. 

“From the town’s perspective, throughout the 
negotiations, the price to acquire Montauk Airport 
was not an impediment to completing a purchase,” 
the town said in its statement. “Ultimately, the in- 
surmountable obstacle for the town was the sellers’ 
preferred structure for the transaction, which was 


not legally possible for the town to conclude due to 
its status as a public entity.” 

The deal came as the town is in court fighting law- 
suits challenging its attempt to convert Wainscot- 
based East Hampton Airport from public to private 
and enact flight restrictions to mitigate noise com- 
plaints. 

The new unidentified owners of Montauk Airport 
have reportedly hired Neil Blainey as the airport’s 


new director. Even he doesn’t know who the new 


owners are, The Daily Beast reported. 

“The town looks forward to working with the new 
ownership of the Montauk Airport to ensure that the 
community’s concerns regarding noise and environ- 
mental impacts from aircraft are addressed to the 
fullest extent possible,” East Hampton said.

Additionally licensed 
on the East End are Speonk-based Brian Klug 
Landscaping and Route 27 Hopyard in Center 
Moriches.

The license is good for two years, 
and holders will be able to distribute cannabis 
flower products to retail dispensaries. Statewide, 
the large majority of cannabis grown outdoors 
and in greenhouses is expected to be processed 
for products like edibles and vapes, with the rest 
to be sold as smokable flower, said Allan Gandel- 
man, president of the NY Cannabis Growers and 
Processors Association.

A n influential Hamptons priest and a Long Island 

urse who received the first COVID-19 vaccine 
in the nation outside of clinical trials are among 17 
Americans set to receive the Presidential Medal of 
Freedom. 

The White House released July 1 the names of 
the honorees who President Joe Biden will award 
the nation’s highest civilian honor, including Fa- 
ther Alexander Karloutsos, head of the Dormition 
of the Virgin Mary Greek Orthodox Church of the 
Hamptons, and Sandra Lindsay, a critical care nurse 
at Northwell Health’s Long Island Jewish Medical 
Center in New Hyde Park. 

“These 17 Americans demonstrate the power 
of possibilities and embody the soul of the nation 
— hard work, perseverance, and faith,” the White 
House said in a statement. “They have overcome sig- 
nificant obstacles to achieve impressive accomplish- 
ments in the arts and sciences, dedicated their lives 
to advocating for the most vulnerable among us, and 
acted with bravery to drive change in their commu- 
nities-— and across the world — while blazing trails 
for generations to come.” 

The medals are presented to individuals who 
have made exemplary contributions to the prosper- 
ity, values, or security of the United States, world 
peace, or other significant societal, public or private 


endeavors. The 17 recipients include two-time Acad- 
emy Award winning actor Denzel Washington, who 
has served as spokesman for the Boys & Girls Clubs 


‘of America for over 25 years, the late Apple founder 


Steve Jobs and Simone Biles, the most decorated 
American gymnast in history, with a combined total 
of 32 Olympic and World Championship medals. 

Karloutsos is the former Vicar General of the 
Greek Orthodox Archdiocese of America. After over 
50 years as a priest, providing counsel to several 
U.S. presidents, he was named by His All Holiness 
Ecumenical Patriarch Bartholomew as a Protopres- 
byter of the Ecumenical Patriarchate. 

Lindsay, a prominent advocate for vaccines and 


~ mental health for health care workers, was previ- 


ously honored by Biden and: served as grand mar- 
shal of the Manhattan parade celebrating the work 
of front-line healthcare heroes in responding to the 
pandemic. 

The other dozen recipients include gun safety 
advocate and former U.S. Rep. Gabrielle Giffords, 
former U.S. Sen. Alan Simpson, civil rights advocate 
and diplomat Rail Yzaguirre, Olympic gold medalist 
and two-time Women’s World Cup champion Me- 
gan Rapinoe, former president of The University of 
Texas at Brownsville Dr. Julieta Garcia, founder of 
the Constitution Literacy and National Unity Cen- 
ter and Gold Star father Khizr Khanis, Brigadier 
General Wilma Vaughtis, who is one of the most 
decorated women in the history of the U.S. military, 
Diane Nash, who is a founding member of the Stu- 
dent Nonviolent Coordinating Committee, former 
Executive Director of NETWORK Sister Simone 
Campbell, and Fred Gray, who was one of the first 
Black members of the Alabama State legislature 
since Reconstruction.

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Band on the Run

very Tuesday evening at 8 p.m. in 

July and August, a crowd of about 
300 music lovers walk out onto the 
middle of Bay Street in front of Amer- 
ican Legion Post 388 in Sag Harbor, 
unfold aluminum chairs and 
sit down to enjoy an hour- 
long concert performed for 
free by a small orchestra 
known as the Sag Harbor 
Community Band. 

As the concertgoers sit 
directly on the asphalt near 
the white center line, a chunk 
of Bay Street for a hundred yards has 
to be closed off for that hour. The po- 
lice oblige by setting up orange traffic 
cones at either end. They also post 
a police car at the ends with officers 
standing adjacent to the car waving 
traffic up side streets to get around 
this temporary makeshift concert 
hall. 

This tradition has been going on 
for more than half a century. The Gls 
had come home from World War II 
and Korea. Some of them had been in 
bands at Pierson High School before 
the war. In the Army, some had been 
members of military bands. Others 
became professional musicians. In 
any case, although some were good, 
others weren't. But they did try hard, 
many of them in their military uni- 
forms with their medals gleaming, 
happily playing trumpets, tubas and 
trombones there in front of the Amer- 
ican Legion hall, with the anti-air- 
craft gun on the lawn next door. For 
openers, they'd ask everyone to stand, 
stand and the American flag would be 
raised. Then they'd play the national 
anthem, and then, perhaps “Some En- 
chanted Evening” from the Broadway 
show South Pacific, and then perhaps 
Tchaikovsky’s “1812 Overture” with 
the cannon fire announced by the ket- 
tledrums at the end. Families, visitors 
and friends would cheer and applaud 
each effort as each selection came to 
an end. 

Over the years, I’ve attended a few 
of these concerts. For what they are,

It reminds me of another tradition 
that has gone by the wayside in the 
Hamptons. For years and years on the 
Saturday evening of the Fourth of July 
holiday 1,000 or more people used 
to spread out blankets on the sand at 
Main Beach in East Hampton begin- 
ning about 8 p.m. to prepare them- 
selves for the town’s annual fireworks 
show, blasting into the night sky just 
after dusk finally fades around 9:45 
p.m., courtesy of the East Hampton 
Fire Department. 

The rockets would be launched from 
a trench in the sand to the east of the 
pavilion, about 100 yards down from 
the crowd. People were not allowed to 
approach that area. They'd be escort- 
ed away if they tried. Lots of beer and 
wine got consumed at that event, and 
glow strips were sold and put around 
little kids’ necks — if you could catch 
one as he or she ran around. And 
volunteers stepping through the as- 
sembled crowd sold soda, chips, pin- 
wheels, balloons and sparklers. 

That celebration, which may have 
been going on for a century every year, 
came to an end around 2005. The vil- 
lage took note of the fact that the en- 
vironmentalists were focusing on a 
particular bird called a piping plover, 
which had come into reduced circum- 
stances and had now been put on an

endangered species list. There may 
have been hundreds or even thou- 
sands of creatures on endangered spe- 
cies lists. But they were determined 
to save this one. It’s a skittery little 
bird that builds nests on our beaches 
to raise their families — building 
nests, sitting on eggs, feeding the 
little chicks when they hatch, instruct- 
ing them in the ways of the world by 
teaching them how to catch little bugs 
to eat, or little flotsam and jetsam that 
roll ashore on the waves filled with all 
sorts of protein and other good things 
to eat. 

These birds build nests on the beach 
every spring. The environmentalists 


‘find them and put up snow fences 


bearing little signs saying you can get 
life in prison if you sneeze, clap your 
hands or otherwise disturb these 
nests — with particular attention 
given to people who might engage in 
firing rockets, making a lot of noise 
and dropping ash everywhere. Heaven 
knows what kind of mental anguish 
little piping plovers might get from the 


explosions in the sky. They might hurt 
their pretty little ears. 
Can't have that. So no more Fourth 
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of July celebrations on Main Beach 


ever again. And so they moved the 
fireworks display to September. It’s af- 
ter the plovers have raised their young 
and left. It’s safe. We won't be hurt- 
ing or scaring them anymore. And so 
what does it celebrate? The successful 
revival of our piping plover popula- 
tion? Something like that. 

I would like to point out that in Sag 


-Harbor, and in many other towns in 
- our community, the authorities close 


down Main Street and some of its 
other roads ‘several times a year for 
parades and demonstrations and even 
the arrival of Santa Claus. On those 
occasions, the police are out, the roads 


are blocked. And nobody gets hurt. 


Yet. 

What say we get a permit to hold a 
protest to save the Sag Harbor Com- 
munity Band concert on Bay Street? 
Think the streets would be safe for us 
to march around in?

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The Earth Moves 


STONEHENGE AT SUNSET, WILTSHIRE, ENGLAND.

f bared June 21, was the summer 
solstice, when those of us in the 
Northern Hemisphere got the most 
hours of daylight. It was a glorious 
thing. The sun rose at 5:25 a.m. here. 
It set 15 hours later at 8:31 p.m. It was 
wonderful. 

The summer solstice is also noted 
in the Southern Hemisphere where 
it marks the day of least daylight. At 
our level Down Under, the sun rose 
about 8:15 a.m. and set around 4:20 
p.m. that summer day. Just a peek of 
sunshine. And at the summer solstice 
it’s winter weather down there. Cold. 

Occasionally, an interesting photo- 
graph sent by some stranger appears 
on my cellphone. I got one on the 
morning of the summer solstice. 

It was a photo of a gaggle of 300 
women wearing red bathing caps run- 
ning across a beach naked to splash 
into the ocean off the south coast of 
Tasmania. Tasmania is an island just 
below Australia. They seemed to be 
having a wonderful time. Like our po- 
lar bear plunges here on New Year's. 
Same thing. Except with nothing but 
red bathing caps. 

No information accompanied this 


photograph. But I enjoyed it. And I 
passed it on. So, to whoever, thank 
you. 

From the deck of my house here in 
the Hamptons, I look west across a 
harbor to where the sun sets over a far 
shore. In December, it sets behind a 
marina on the left. But as the months 
of January and February unfold, 
it sets further and further 
to the right. And as more 
months pass, it moves 
faster to the right. In April, 
however, it starts to slow, 
until, finally, at the solstice 
in June, it stops, arriving at 
its farthest point. Days go by. It 
still sets in the same place. But then, 
slowly at first, it begins to move back 
to the left, until six months later it 
sets again over the marina. Cold. Not 
much daylight. 

In England, the ancients built 
Stonehenge to witness the summer 
and winter solstices. Crowds gath- 
ered. And on the appropriate day, the 
beam of the sun which had been slow- 
ly moving along the ground inside the 
circle as it set, arrived exactly at the 
center of Stonehenge where it came to 
a halt. It was a cause for celebration. 
The sun had done it. 


Well, we now know it is not the sun 
that does it. It is the Earth. I’ve been 
thinking about it. The whole arrange- 
ment, the sun, the Earth and all the 
other planets are hurtling through 
space at a million miles an hour. And 
yet, here, apparently, we pick up speed 
to then slow and come to a halt on 

June 21 before reversing and go- 
ing back the other way. 

Perhaps the Earth has 

some great engine in the 
center to cause this. I don’t 
know. I don’t feel any en- 
gine rumbling down there. 
Nothing trembles under 
my feet. Nothing wobbles or 
shakes. 

We're all pretty much held in place 
by gravity, though, just passengers, 
tiny specks from the Earth’s perspec- 
tive, going for the ride. And it’s hard 
to tell. 

Nevertheless, jit is my belief that a 
huge gear noisily shifts its levers into 
neutral on that day, and then into 
reverse to begin to power the planet 
back the way it came. I wonder if the 
ancients at Stonehenge felt it. 

Another photo that appeared on my 
phone the other day showed a group 
of people standing on the shore of a 
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river in Louisiana, looking at a crea- 
ture sitting motionless just under the 
water’s surface. The creature, the cap- 
tion said, is a fresh water skate that 
is, apparently, the largest ever seen. 
Usually, they grow to be about the size 
of a dinner plate. This one is 9 feet 
long and weighs approximately 600 
pounds. People stare at it. The crea- 
ture stares back. 

Another picture sent to me shows a 
new kind of polar bear. It was photo- 
graphed in Alaska. It is larger than a 
regular polar bear and has fur that is 
tan with black markings rather than 
just white. It’s a new species that’s 
evolved, the experts say. 

After naturalist Charles Darwin 
went to the Galapagos Islands in the 
Pacific Ocean off Ecuador 165 years 
ago and saw these astonishing crea- 


‘tures he had never seen before, he 


wrote a book about the origin of the 
species, in which he proposed a the- 
ory of evolution, outlining how over 
the millennia existing creatures have 
offspring that slowly evolve to accom- 


_ modate themselves to a changing en- 
_ vironment. 


But this has turned out not to be 
true. Not long ago, scientists expe- 
rienced what they call their “aha 
moment.” They caused creatures to 
evolve in just months. So much for 
millennium-long evolution. 

Environmentalists fret that our 
warming planet is causing species af- 
ter species to go extinct. The boobies 
are gone. The Caspian tigers are gone. 
The western black rhinos are gone. 
The Maui arepa bird is gone. The rusty 
grebe is gone. All gone because of the 
changing environment. 

But they don’t tell you about the new 
arrivals. I suspect this black-and-tan 
polar bear loves to swim, eats fish by 
just opening his mouth so the critters 
can swim in, and hates to walk on 
ice because it hurts his paws. Thank 
goodness the ice is melting. 

So here we are, humans, smugly 
currently enjoying being at the top 
of the food chain on the surface of 
the Earth, apparently only pestered 
a little bit about how the planet has 
warmed and is sending storms, fires, 
earthquakes, pestilences and tsuna- 
mis charging around all over. Damn. 
What to do? 

I say get with the program. This 


-warming planet is going to do just 


fine. Yes, we caused it. And we are 
too selfish to stop it. And so, I expect 
that some humans will evolve into a 
new kind of higher-level species very 


much like our own that is both able to 


live with this warming and have the 
smarts to stop creating it.

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A TOAST TO THE MIGHTY LONG ISLAND ICE TEA! 


Tea Time: Hazy Hamptons Legacy of Inventing 
the Long Island Iced Tea 50 Years Ago

ifty years ago this summer, a competitive bar- 
tender in Hampton Bays grabbed five bottles 
of booze and hastily invented what became the 


region’s most infamous cocktail: The Long Island 


Iced Tea — shaking up bars everywhere. 

The story of late mixologist Robert “Rosebud” 
Butt mixing that seminal mixed drink has been 
rehashed countless times in the five decades since, 
although not as often as it’s been ordered, drunk 
or mocked. While some spin yarns of a disputed 
origin story, many retellings of Butt’s version fail 
to mention that he concocted the cocktail during a 
1972 contest, not at the original Oak Beach Inn near 
Jones Beach, but at the OBI East, which occupied a 
historic property that was later home to the famed 
Canoe Place Inn nightclub. The Long Island Iced 
Tea may be the Hamptons’ biggest contribution to 
the world since fresh fish. 

“They put a bottle of triple sec on the bar and 
they asked us to make something out of it,” Butt 
told PBS’ Inventors Series in 2013, a year before 
he died. “Twenty other bartenders and myself, we 


went to work and I came up with this drink .... It 
just spread from there. All of sudden five years later, 
everywhere you went had the Long Island Iced Tea.” 

But Southern lore claims a Prohibition-era boot- 
legger named Charles “Old Man” Bishop beat Butt 
by a half century, making a cocktail in the 1920s 
called the Long Island Iced Tea — so named for 
Bishop’s hometown of Long Island, Tennessee — 
that uses similar, but slightly different ingredients. 
Tourism boards from the two regions held a public- 
ity stunt of a contest to see which version is best, 
but LI’s bartenders lost, claimed it was rigged and 
demanded an investigation. It would hardly be the 


_ first spirited debate to spark a figurative barroom 


brawl over who poured a beverage first — the ne- 
groni, James Bond’s second choice of cocktail after 
a martini, is the focus of another bitter dispute. 
“The drink has a long and very interesting history 
and we just felt like it was time for us to embrace it 
and our role in its creation,” Jud Teague, executive 
director of Visit Kingsport, said in 2018. The tour- 
ism bureau represents Tennessee’s Long Island — a 
four-mile-long strip of land in the Holston River. 
Teague’s counterparts on LI balked, noting that 


while the names are the same, the recipes differ. 
Bishop used rum, vodka, whiskey, gin, tequila with 
a bit of maple syrup. Two decades later, his son, 
Ransom, tweaked the recipe by adding lemon, lime 
and cola. Besides using triple sec instead of whisky, 
the New York version also includes sour mix. Both 
versions are served on ice. 

“Long Island’s very proud of our Long Island Iced 
Tea and we'll defend it ... but the drinks are differ- 
ent,” said Maggie LaCasse, director of communica- 
tions for Discover Long Island. 

Butt, who had New York State ‘LI Ice Tea’ vanity 
license plates but died four years before the inter- 
state Long Island Iced Tea showdown, addressed 
the controversy on his website, liicetea.com 

“Possibly similar concoctions were created else- 
where, at another time,” Butt wrote. “But the Long 
Island Iced Tea, as we know and love it, is truly a 
product of Long Island, created by a true Long Is- 
lander, at a genuine Long Island institution with a 
famous story all its own.” 

ON THE ROCKS 

It was 1972. Don McLean’s “American Pie” topped 
the music charts. Public support for the Vietnam 
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CANOE PLACE INN TODAY 


War waned. A new movie called The Godfather 
wowed audiences. President Richard Nixon was 
campaigning for a second term that he'd win that 
fall. : 4 - 

On the Island, the Long Island Expressway was 
just completed and the OBI was such a popular hot 
spot that its owner poured money into opening four 
satellite locations, including the Hampton Bays 
club. The owner Robert Matherson, who. warred 
with local officials and neighbors over noise com- 
plaints and parking issues, launched a “Get Out 
of New York Before It’s Too Late” campaign in the 
1980s before taking his own advice and moving to 
Florida. Matherson aired his grievances when he 
penned Scandal at The Oak Beach Inn: Political 
Corruption vs. Long Island’s Hottest Night Club — 
and toasted Butt’s beverage in the book. 

“Butt won a trip for two to the grand Miami Foun- 
tainbleau Hotel for creating the now-famous Long 
Island Iced Tea at the OBI East,” Matherson wrote. 

But the cocktail that OBI popularized grew to 
have as controversial a reputation as the club itself. 
For as many lighthearted articles about the Long Is- 
land Iced Tea are continually published to this day, 
it also routinely appears on lists declaring it among 
the most dangerous cocktails due to its potency and 
deceptively innocent taste that makes it go down 
easy while causing quick intoxication. Often served 
in a pint glass, it’s an order that can be a red flag for 
bartenders and bouncers. ae 

In Butt’s PBS appearance, he recalled meeting 
a woman who learned he invented the drink and 
then blamed him for wrecking her car. When Ni- 


cole “Snooki” Polizzi of The Jersey Shore fame was 
arrested in 2010 for disorderly conduct, what was 
among the drinks she had downed? A Long Island. 
Same goes for a man who was nabbed for boating 
while intoxicated in 2016 after running his 72-foot 
yacht aground in Palm Beach, Fla. 

-It’s not uncommon for DWI cases that make news 
involving the drink to note that the suspect didn’t 
remember what happened after they drank the 
Long Island Iced Tea. 

WITH A TWIST 

The credit that the Long Island Iced Tea gets for 
people making bad decisions is so well known that 
it’s repeatedly spilled into pop culture, having be- 


~come a joke on multiple TV shows. 


In an episode of The Big Bang Theory, Penny 
tricks Sheldon into drinking the cocktail before 
his attempt to fight Star Trek actor Will Wheaton 
ends in vomit. The drink made a few cameos on Sex 
and The City. And in an episode of The Simpsons, 
Marge drinks one and says, “Id like to visit that 
Long Island place...if only it were real.” 

Perhaps the most eloquent description of the 
drink came on Gilmore Girls when Lorelai warned 
her daughter Rory about it. 

“Honey, someday, when you're a little older, you 
will be introduced to something that is extremely 
seductive but fickle,” she said. “A fair-weather 
friend who seems benign but packs a wallop like a 
donkey kick, and that is the Long Island Iced Tea. 
The Long Island Iced Tea makes you do things that 
you normally wouldn't do, like lifting your skirt in 
public or calling someone you normally wouldn't 


call at really weird times.” 

SHAKEN, NOT STIRRED 

Much like DJs put their spin on a song of summer, 
bartenders aplenty near and far have remixed the 
Long Island Iced Tea, jazzing it up with top-shelf 
liquors or other tweaks. 

Recipes replacing the tequila with mezcal, using 
Mexican Coca-Cola, or some other ingredient up- 
grade are not uncommon. Beyond LI’s shores — like 
say, at some dive bar in downtown Indianapolis that 
shall remain nameless — is the possibility that bar- 
tenders may pass off any combination of liquor as 
a Long Island Iced Tea on otherwise unsuspecting 
patrons. That isn’t to say the rest of the nation gets 
its tea wrong. Wyoming, of all places, ranks as the 
state that drinks the cocktail most, according to a 
2020 analysis by travel site Upgraded Points. 

In January, The New York Times predicted that 
the cocktail would be among the drinks of the year, 
along with the Blue Lagoons, Tequila Sunrises and 
amaretto sours. 

“All those 1980s drinks you can barely remember 
(for obvious reasons) are coming back,” the paper 
reported. © 

“We all need things that are sweet and colorful 
and joyful and playful, especially now,” Andrew 
Freeman, president of San Francisco-based con- 
sulting firm AF & Co. that publishes an annual food 
industry report, told the Times. 

Love it or hate it, the Long Island Iced Tea ap- 
pears to be enjoying its golden anniversary with all 
the style its haters accuse it of lacking.

STORE CHEMICALS SAFELY

INSPECT DRAIN COVERS

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Honoring This Week’s Cover Artist: 
Jennifer Hannaford 


ONE OF JENNIFER HANNAFORD’S ICONIC SWIMMER PAINTINGS 


BY DAVID TAYLOR 


fe week’s stunning cover art 
comes to us from Jennifer Han- 
naford, known across the island and 
beyond for her mesmerizing paintings 
of underwater swimmers. Here she dis- 
cusses her long creative process from 
photoshoot to painting, connecting 
with clients and encouraging others to 
pick up a brush and paint. 


Tell us about the inspiration/ 
commission that led to the cre- 
ation of “Bloom” and the under- 
water photoshoot that followed. 

“Bloom” is a commissioned piece 
created for a lovely couple in the Hamp- 
tons. I was discovered by them through 
a previous feature in Dan’s Papers. The 
clients were interested in an earlier 
work I had painted, but it had gone to 
another collector. We discussed doing a 
custom underwater photo shoot. I told 
them I could paint a custom underwa- 
ter portrait, and that is how Svetlana 
Poly’s husband convinced her to pose 
underwater. With my photographer, 
Miles Hannaford, we returned to their 
pool for a personal photoshoot a few 
weeks later. 


How did you select which pho- 
to to paint, and did you alter the 
composition, lighting or other 
details to get the painted version 
just right? 

We designed the photoshoot with 


a specific composition in mind. Even 
with thorough preparation, not every- 
thing always goes as planned. Miles 
and I can take hundreds or thousands 
of photos for.a shoot, but sometimes, 
only a few of the photos will translate 
well to a painting. In this case, the final 
composition comprises several photos. 
I must use the photos for reference to 
get the subject right, but I then prefer 
to depart from photos to allow my own 
artistic choices to take hold. Perhaps 
I see the eye glint or facial expression 
in one photo. In another, perhaps the 
background light or waterplay more de- 
lightfully expresses the mood I wish to 
convey. These are the actions that allow 
my work to flow in a creative direction. 


How long did this particular 
piece take you to paint, and what 
did your process look like in 
terms of materials used, brush- 
stroke techniques and the like? 

“Bloom” took over four months to 
paint. The piece is a 48” x 60” oil on lin- 
en. I start with a rough full-sized sketch 
of my subject and begin to build layers 
over the sketch. I prefer to activate the 
surface with expressive brushwork. 
Sometimes my work does not involve a 
brush at all. I work the paint and sur- 
face with my hands and a variety of 
other tools. Previous layers are scraped 
down and built up again, allowing pat- 
terns and color to show through. This is 
most apparent in the reflecting surface 
of the water. My paintings tend to move

towards abstract or impressionistic in- 
terpretations of the water experience. 
My goal is not to just recreate a photo 
on a canvas with paint. I wish to convey 
the likeness of my subject where all or 
just a portion of the canvas allows for 
interesting moments of observation on 
their own. 


How does your creative process 
change during the summer? 

Summer is a time for me to travel 
to water destinations. I am starting 
to amass a collection of images with 
which I will be creating a new series. 

Summer is also when I am booked 
for photoshoots with clients (human 
and pets). We conduct these sessions 
in my pool in Port Jefferson, or travel 
to my clients. These commissions keep 
me busy in the cold months. I can often 
be found in my studio during the win- 
ter bundled up in a hat and scarf paint- 
ing these happy swimmers celebrating 
the sun and water. 


What artistic accomplishment 
are you most proud of? 

_One of the most exciting projects I 
was involved with was early on in my 
painting career, and at the time was 
my largest commission. I was hired by 
Walton Architecture and Engineering 
to paint a triptych of swimmers for a 
permanent installation in the Ritz- 
Carlton’s Lake Club on the North shore 
of Lake Tahoe. 

However, today, I am most excited 
about something that is before me. 
A wonderful couple in California has 
commissioned five large works of their 
grandchildren. I went to California for 
the photoshoot, and really connected 
with my client who is someone I now 
call a friend. When someone relates 
so well with my work and gives me the 
privilege of painting their beloved fam- 
ily members, it is a tremendous honor. 


What do you find most reward- 
ing about being an artist? 

Six months ago, I rented my first 
private studio. It is large, it is quiet, 
and I can make a mess. As an artist, 
with this new step, I have been re- 
warded with freedom and a lot more 
useful time. It goes without saying, I 
appreciate getting to work on some- 
thing I am passionate about. Yet, 
after decades of work in some pretty 
stressful job environments that were 
not art related, I am enjoying calling 
the shots, goals without boundaries, 
and having the power to shape my 
work environment and time. I work 
every bit as diligently as I used to, 
but I am free of protocols, expected 
outcomes, and in most cases, dif- 
ficult deadlines. It has allowed my 
career and personal growth to ex- 
pand in ways that I could have never 
predicted. 


Would you like to share any 
closing thoughts or additional 
information? 

I would like to share that I started 
painting in my 40s. I often have folks 
come to me and express that they 
cannot draw a straight line, but wish 
they could dabble in art. Here is the 
great thing about art, you do not have 
to draw a straight line! Even better, 
make those lines expressive. You just 
have to show up. Your art does not 
have to be created for anyone else, 
for the purpose of selling or for oth- 
ers to critique. It does not matter. If 
you have a vision or a desire to cre- 
ate, just find your medium and dive 
in. It’s never too late. I promise you, 
your curiosity and courage to ex- 
plore your creative side will reward 
you.

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Bay Street’s ‘Anna in the Tropics’ 
Review: Sexy, Shocking, Raw

Ihe story structure of family/cul- 

tural traditions versus moderniza- 
tion and new ideas is as old as stories 
themselves, and while many of these 
try to find some middle-ground com- 
promise where each side learns a little 
from the other’s perspective, in the 
2002 play Anna in the Tropics, Cuban 
American playwright Nilo Cruz seems 
to paint a clear picture: at least in the 
context of this text, modernization is 
the enemy. Bay Street Theater’s latest 
MainStage hit, directed by Marcos 
Santana, is a fascinating snapshot of 
life in Cuban Florida at a point in time 
when their traditions are at risk of 
coming to an end. 

For those unfamiliar with this 
20-year-old play, Anna in the Tropics 
is set in 1929 Tampa, in a cigar rolling 
factory owned by a Cuban American 
family who has just hired a new lec- 
tor to read literature to them as they 
work. This cherished Cuban tradition 
is despised by CheChe (Christian Ba- 
rillas), the long-lost half-brother of 
the factory’s founder Santiago (Serafin 
Falcon) and the main driving force for 
modernization in the play. As he at- 
tempts to steer the family in what he 
believes to be the right direction and 
to help them turn a profit — by replac- 
ing the lector with machines to speed 
up production — he is berated and os- 
tracized. In another play, perhaps he’d 
be the hero who overcame adversity to 
save the family business, but here, he 
spirals into actions so irredeemable 
that he almost singlehandedly cre- 
ates the need for Bay Street’s trigger 
warning on the ticket page. Barillas 
skillfully hits every note of CheChe’s 
transformation from odd man out to 
determined innovator to tragic villain 
to with calculated precision. 

Beyond the foundation of tradition 
versus modernization, Anna in the 
Tropics delves deep into the three L's 
of love, lust and literature. There isn’t 
a totally platonic character in the cast 
between the two married couples — 
Santiago and Ofelia (Iliana Guibert), 
and Paloma (Guillermo Ivan) and Con- 
chita (Christine Spang) — the eye- and 
ear-catching lector Juan Julian (An- 
thony Michel Martinez) who steals the 
hearts of sisters Marela (Maria Isabel 
Bilbao) and Conchita, and the bitter, 
lustful CheChe. The married men of 
the play must learn to better prioritize

and listen to their partner’s needs if 
they hope to save the relationship. 
Santiago begins the first scene look- 
ing worse off than CheChe, gambling 
his money away and begging his half- 
brother for loans. He spends a good 
portion of the first act wallowing until 
he plays a big role in the funniest scene 
of the play alongside the characters of 
Ofelia and Marela. At the end of the 
scene, Falcon effortlessly pulls off 
one of the sweetest, most emotionally 
sincere moments in the act, instantly 
winning over any audience members 


still on the fence about his character. 
Like in many households across 
North and Latin America, the mother 
is the backbone of the family in Anna 
in the Tropics. Guibert’s Ofelia is un- 
flappable and determined to fend off 
threats to her family and her tradi- 
tions. She has the least to learn and 
grow from throughout the course of 
the play, but this consistency in her 
character is welcome among more dy- 
namic characters like Conchita. 
Speaking of Ofelia’s eldest daughter, 
the audience is treated to Conchita’s

transformation from shy and unful- 
filled to sexually adventurous and bet- 
ter able to communicate her desires. 
From the audience’s perspective, the 
role of Conchita seemed a daunting 
tightrope with so much nuance and 
growth to her character, and Spang 
walked that rope with confidence and 
grace. 

If there was an award for best facial 
reactions, it would go to Ivan for his 
portrayal of Paloma. With the char- 
acter serving as an almost secondary 
antagonist with off-putting jealous 
husband tendencies, the risk of mak- 
ing him unlikeable was high, but what 
Ivan did so masterfully was commu- 
nicate through his face just how much 
genuine pain his character was feeling. 
— and not just while delivering lines. 
In one scene in particular, when Con- 
chita is describing how her new lover 
satisfies her, each detail makes him 
wince a bit more, turn redder, gradu- 
ally build up a dam of tears that burst 
so naturally during her retelling that 
one would think it impossible to fake. 
It did wonders to prove to the audience 
he wasn’t just jealous; he was devas- 
tated that he had failed to give his wife 


__ what she needed and would work dili- 


gently to remedy that. 

Bilbao as Marela was pure joy to wit- 
ness. With as much drama is packed 
into this play, she was most often the 
biggest source of levity and humor. 
Again, her “telephone” scene with the 
parents was hilarious, and she bright- 
ened up many of the otherwise tense 
scenes she was in. Her character’s 
childlike wonder does make a particu- 


lar scene or two all the more devastat- 


ing, but that’s part of Cruz’s brilliance, 
one might say. 

Finally, the catalyst that sparks 
all the lust, love and literature going 
around during the play, Juan Julian 
the lector is as suave and charming as 
can be, made all the more so by Marti- 
nez’s brilliant performance. His voice 
carries each line of Anna Karenina, 
the play’s namesake, across the stage 
like a love song, setting the hearts of 
the other characters into a frenzy, and 
every line of dialogue is delivered with 
a captivating air of decorum. 

The sets and visual effects were up 
to Bay Street’s usual high standard, 
and the sound and lighting design had 
a few interesting surprises in store. 

Santana’s take on Anna in the Trop- 
ics is sexy, shocking and emotionally 
raw.

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Candace Bushnell Asks ‘Is There 
Still Sex in the City?’ at WHBPAC

Ree Sex and the City to her latest book Is There Still 
Sex in the City?, Candace Bushnell has been writ- 
ing stories for and about her alter ego Carrie Bradshaw 
for nearly 30 years, and now she's ready to take her sto- 
ries back and perform them herself in an exciting one- 
woman-show at the Westhampton Beach Performing 
Arts Center on Saturday, July 9 at 8 p.m. The the inter- 
national bestselling writer will take the audience on a 
whirlwind behind-the-scenes tour of NYC, from Studio 
54 to Sex and the City to Lipstick Jungle and beyond. 

Bushnell invited us to lunch at Le Bilboquet in Sag Har- 
bor to dish on the inspirations for her new show Is There 
Still Sex in the City? and more. 


Since you’ve been spending more time in the 
Hamptons, would you ever consider creating a 
“Sex and the Hamptons” in some capacity? 

I wrote a column in Hamptons magazine in 1990 and 
1991 called “The Human Cartoon” and it was kind of a 
precursor to Sex and the City. It was about society, peo- 
ple out here young people, sex, clubs, relationships, the 
social kind of fabric of the place, how it operated. 

I put the Hamptons in really a lot of my books. Espe- 
cially 4 Blondes, which has quite a bit about the Hamp- 
tons and then another book called Trading Up, and at 
that time, I was in the Hamptons a lot, and I love the 
Hamptons. So I put the Hamptons in quite a few of my 
books. I feel like it’s always an interesting environment, 
and actually Is There Still Sex in the City? It’s really all 
about the Hamptons; it’s all about Sag Harbor. It’s all 
about me moving to Sag Harbor, which I did do in 2016. I 
ended up being here with lots and lots of girlfriends who 
were all single, who ended up unexpectedly getting di- 
vorced. And this is really part of the show Is There Still 
Sex in the City? And as soon as they were divorced, all 
these friends once again started talking about sex, rela- 
tionships, dating, and we started having crazy dating ad- 
ventures out here. So, that’s really the impetuous for the 
book Is There Still Sex in the City? and the show Is There 
Still Sex in the City? And the show, it’s really about how I 
created Sex and the City, how hard I worked to get there, 
why I invented Carrie Bradshaw, and then it moves on to 
Is There Still Sex in the City? 

So I feel like, yes, I've done it, “Sex and the Hamptons,” 
and I’m still doing it, I promise you. I feel like I’m still 
having adventures, people are still having adventures 
out here. The Hamptons certainly, in some ways it’s 
an offshoot of New York. You know you have the same 


people out here. They're ambitious, they’re aspirational; ° 


they’re interested in things, they like to go out, they like 
to do things, have experiences. ... 


When you were originally writing the Sex and 
the City column, did it cross your mind that you 
might be performing these stories one day? 

No. When I was a child, I had two younger sisters, and 
- my parents didn’t want us to watch TV. Of course, we 
watched like an hour of TV. My father always wanted us 
to do something constructive, so we had lots of puppets, 
we had marionettes, we had a reel-to-reel tape recorder, 
we had instruments, and we had costumes. We would 


always put on these little shows, I would write them. I 
think they were horrible. My sister would play the piano 
and instruments, and then my other sister, we would try 
and get her to do stuff, whatever we didn’t want to do, 
which she usually objected to. But, I remember doing it 
as a kid and thinking, “Oh, I love this, this really what I 


should be doing, some kind of show,” and that’s how felt: 


when I was a kid I was like, “I could do this every day of 
my life, this is amazing.” : Le 

Then I grew up and I was like, “What the hell was I 
even thinking?” Making a show? No, that’s crazy. But 
I knew I wanted to be a writer, so I pursued writing. I 
wrote fiction, and I worked for writing articles for maga- 
zines for money and really pursued publishing books, et 
cetera. So, I absolutely did not imagine it, and actually, 
when I was writing Sex and the City, I also had a TV 
Show on VHi, a reality show, like one of the first reality 
shows. It was like VHi had just started, and you know 
there was a part of me that hated it. I had to sit in front 
of the mirror for two hours getting my hair and makeup 
done. Which, I thought, “This would turn a person into a 
narcissist.” Because you start worrying about every little 
flaw, and I was like, “I can’t live like this.” ... 

I really wasn’t thinking about performing, however, I 
did always do lots of lectures. I had a lecture agent and 
I, at one point, did about 12 a year. I made pretty good 
money back then because it was the 90s and 2000s, you 
know, people pay. I liked being in front of an audience, 
but, because I felt like it wasn’t really my job, I would nev- 
er write a speech. I just adlibbed, I did it off the cuff and 
adlibbed every time. And I had notes, which now when I 
think about it, is absolutely a crazy thing to do. But I don’t 
know, I would just get up and talk. 


Huh, you'd think that’s what would come the 
most naturally to a writer: writing the speech. 
~ For some reason, I just didn’t want to do it. Writing is 
hard; it’s very time-consuming. People think for some 


reason, “Oh, just dash off those 1000 words.” No. I used 


to feel like writing an email was a nightmare because it 
would take an hour to write an email. That’s the way it is 
if youre a writer. 


What sparked the inspiration to now turn 
these stories into a one-woman-show? 

I met my producer Mare Johnston, and he is David 
Foster’s manager. ... And so Marc developed a show with 
him that toured, The David Foster Show. I met Marc, 
and he said, “I think I can do the same thing for you, we 
can come up with a show.” He said it needs to have this, 
this and that in it. So I said, “I'll give it a try, why not.” 

I didn’t necessarily think anything was going to hap- 
pen. But that’s very much in my nature to just sit down 
and write something, whether or not I think it’s going to 
work, just to see if I can do it and if I can figure out what 
the structure is. In some ways, I just do that for fun. ... I 
like the process of it — I get up, have my tea, write, walk 
around my yard, think about things, solve the writing 
problems, and I really feel like I'm getting something 
done. I’ve done quite a few things where someone's like, 
“What do you think about this idea?” and I'll just write 
something down. Usually at some point I'll end up be- 
ing happy I did it because somebody will say, “Hey what

about this idea?” and I'll say, “Oh, I have an outline for 
just that thing.” 

That was how it came about. And then he started talk- 
ing to people, “Would you be interested in a show with 
Candace Bushnell?” and a lot of people said yes, and 
we found a director (Lorin Latarro) who works a lot on 
Broadway, and we started doing it. And we got involved 
with the Bucks County Playhouse, which is a renowned 
little theater company in Pennsylvania, in Bucks County, 


- New Hope. That was my first time really doing a stage 


production. I had no idea what to expect, and I was all 
of sudden thrown into this role of being a performer on 
stage with all these people — there were like 50 people 
involved. I was like, “Wait, I thought it was going to be 
me and a microphone.” No. There's a whole set, there 
are costume people, I had costume changes. I have a 
dresser, somebody who helps me get dressed, I have to 
wear Spanx, and I’m wired up like a robot, and I’ve got 
a microphone in my head. And that I have never done 
before, and at first I was like, “Wait,” I was not in any way 
prepared. I had no idea what it would be like to be a per- 
former in a real stage production, but then I just did it. 
And it’s a pretty different thing, and it’s hours of rehears- 
ing, and things that I’ve never done before. 

The one thing that I figured out is is that, lets face it, 
as a novelist, you don’t have to exercise that much; as 
a performer, you do. You have to exercise. So that was 
something that I started doing. 

So, no I would’ve never expected to do that. And then, 
I even did a bathing suit campaign for Summersault. 


. It's an Instagram campaign. I did a bathing suit shoot, 


which is another thing I never thought of doing when I 
was writing Sex and the City. I would say that, yes, I am 
doing a lot of things I had never imagined that I would 
do. When I was writing Sex and the City, I was really 
thinking of what my life would be like, and what it was 
like after I wrote Sex and the City, which was that I was a 
bestselling novelist and wrote novels, and I love doing it. 


With your career still evolving and all these 
new doors opening, it’s exciting that you’re go- 
ing to have many more stories to tell. 

Yes, that is definitely true. And I think that’s true for 
everyone in their life. Don’t we all want more stories to 
tell? I think that none of us just want to say, I’ve got no 
more stories. Although, in general, that’s what people 
think happens to people when they get over a certain age. 
When you get over the age of 50 or 60, people just think 
you've got no more stories, nothing else is ever going to 
happen to you. So I think that’s, in some ways, the chal- 
lenge, is to keep the stories going, keep doing things, keep 
hoping to have opportunities.

In summation, Weill’s gallery 
is a “personal showing of what I collect 
myself, mixed in with works that I’m 
looking to sell” comprising “a healthy 
mix between those Modernist and 
contemporary masters — almost like a 
who's who of the hyper-contemporary 
market, meaning the artists of tomor- 
row.” 

As a dealer-adviser, Weill expresses 
that “if someone wants to know who’s 
next, I'd like to be the person who's in 
that discussion.” And. when he pro- 
motes an emerging artist, he does so 
wholeheartedly by purchasing pieces 
he believes will usher in the future of 
art, unique works with no discernable 
muse, rather than by playing it safe 
with consignment or artists whose 
styles are derivative of others. 

“A lot of galleries hinge on taking 
works on consignment and things of 
that nature, which bodes very well 
for them,” he says. “For me, the busi- 
ness plan was a little different because 
it’s meant to show that I really stand 
behind what I say, so that if I suggest 
something to a client or am very pro 
an artist, there is backing behind that 
from me personally. And I think that 
adds a level of transparency.” 

One such artist he took a chance on 
was Jordan Casteel, who would later 
go on to paint covers for Vogue and

Time magazines. Timing is everything, 
Weill shares, so should an art advisor 
jump onboard the Casteel train now, it 
wouldn’t prove the same level of expert 
foresight given the artist’s current pop- 
ularity. “Once a wave starts to happen, 
it’s easy to get on that wave, and there’s 
nothing necessarily special about it,” 
Weill says, adding that the search for 
the next great living artist is a trend 
that hasn’t been seen to the same ex- 
tent since the careers of Basquiat, 
Warhol, Keith Haring and Robert Map- 
plethorpe. “After that saga happened, 
it went back to this old method of the 
dead artists, for lack of a better term, 
being the artists you want to collect, 
or the artists who made history. Now 
there’s more of a sense of history in the 
making.” 

Alluding to this new paradigm shift, 
and the astronomical prices corre- 
lated with these contemporary artists, 
Weill had originally intended to title 
his current exhibition More Urgent 


Than Ever, but ultimately decided to 
leave the exhibition untitled, much 
like the 1944 Pollock painting featured 
in it. The show's contemporary pieces 
include Otis Kwame Kye Quaicoe’s 
2019 “Just Do it,” Jadé Fadojutimi’s 
2017 “The Barefooted Scurry Home,” 
Casteel’s 2013 “Mom” and Cinga 
Samon’s 2017 “Lift Off.” 

Expected to arrive late summer or 
early fall, Weill is thrilled to share a re- 
cently acquired piece by emerging art- 
ist Christina Quarles, who is, in Weill’s 
opinion, “just a rock star.” 

“She kind of meets this very unex- 
plored place between surrealism and 


cubism that I find highly unique,” he 
continues. “It was a very exciting piece - 


for me to pick up, because it’s like look- 
ing at someone who has that little star- 
light in their eye, that twinkle, and you 
know they’re going to be big. It’s very 


exciting for all parties involved in mak- 


ing art history.”

and-coming artists to promote at his 
Southampton gallery — hyper-contem- 
porary artists whose works are unique 
in technique and style, and who are 
due for an outpouring of support and 
status.

Francis Hines Art: 
From Dumpster Discovery 


to Hamptons 


BY OLIVER PETERSON 


hen Jared Whipple first got the call to check 

out a trove of abandoned paintings a friend 
of his had found while on a trash removal job in 
2017, he had no idea that it would lead an inti- 
mate, lifechanging relationship with the artist 
who had died and left it all behind. 

Whipple’s story of how he came to acquire hun- 
dreds of Francis Hines’ beautiful paintings, and 
what he’s done to research and champion the art- 
ist since his death, lifting his name out of obscu- 
rity and onto the pages of the world’s most-read 
newspapers and websites — along with a feature 
on CBS Sunday Morning in April — has become 
the stuff of legend. 

A selection of Hines’ paintings will be on view 
with Hollis Taggart Gallery at the Hamptons Fine 
Art Fair, which invited Whipple to show them 
here, in Southampton next weekend, July 14-17. 
Less than a decade ago, when Hines was still 
alive, the now hot and desirable artist would have 
been turned down from exhibiting at such a pres- 
tigious event. 

“Francis lived in Watertown, Connecticut dur- 
ing the 1970s. He had a big farmhouse with a 
couple of barns on the property,” Whipple, who 
is from nearby Waterbury, says, explaining how a 
lifetime of the New York City artist’s work ended 
up abandoned in a crumbling barn. 

Hines lived and worked in Watertown through- 
out the 1970s until he finally made the move to 
NYC in 1978, Whipple adds, pointing out that 
Hines made a deal to continue renting one of 
the barns for storage. “He moved out of there in 
78, but he continued to rent the barn, and every 
couple of years he would just send a box truck full 
of work ...” 

When 96-year-old Hines died in 2016, he had a 
few career highlights, including earning some at- 
tention for wrapping the Washington Square Arch 
in 1980, along with a public piece at JFK airport 
and wrapping buildings in New York City’s Lower 
East Side, but those achievements were long for- 
gotten. “... He had no recognition yet, no interest 
in any of the work, and his family was in charge 
of everything,” Whipple says, explaining that the 
artist had two sons who themselves had grown 


quite old by the time of their father’s death, and — 


neither had the inclination nor space to hold onto 
the collection. Meanwhile, the barn’s owner was 
desperate to get the building cleaned out so they 
could sell it — something he’d begged Hines to do 
in the years before his death. 

“A few years went by and Francis never leaned 
it out. Now it was on the family to do it, and it was 


such a big collection that wasn’t really stored the: 


right way, and it was just overwhelming for them 
to try to move it somewhere else, or do anything

else with it, especially since he never got any rec- 
ognition,” Whipple says. 

The family took what they could, what meant 
the most to them, and left the rest for the dump- 
ster. That’s when Whipple’s friend mye him to 
take a look. 

“It was hard to even wrap our heads around 
what we saw, because there was just so much art 
and it was so big,” Whipple recalls. “Luckily for 
us, and for Francis’ sake, every single painting 
was individually wrapped in this heavy plastic,” 
he says. “The barn had all these broken windows. 
It had all these animals living in there. It was al- 
most a hazardous place to be inside the barn it- 
self. It was a very rough place to be,” he continues, 
guessing this was part of the reason Hines’ kids 
didn’t try to do more. “But we’re blue-collar guys, 
we're gritty guys, we’re skateboarders, I do a lot 
of building maintenance, so it didn’t bother us as 
much as it would’ve bothered somebody else.” 

_ Whipple decided to gather all of the work, which 
he later learned spanned most of Hines’ career, 
from 1958 to 2016, and take it home. “Once we got 
them back to my place, the first thing was to get 
them out of this plastic that literally had animal 
droppings all over it. We were wearing respira- 
tors and rubber gloves to cut these things open,” 
Whipple recalls. But as he began unwrapping the 
pieces, and found most to be in near excellent 
condition, he was mesmerized. 

“Just to get them back to my place and to get 
them out of that old plastic, and to catalogue 
them, it was months and months of work,” he says, 
describing the daily effort he and his uncle Scott 
undertook, filling his nearly 3,000-square-foot

warehouse/former auto body shop with paintings, 
drawings and sculpture, until the job was done. 

With everything catalogued and stored, Whip- 
ple began obsessively researching Hines, which 
was no easy task. Eventually, however, he found 
a book on eBay that Hines’ wife Sandra had pub- 
lished about the artist and it revealed a great deal 
about him and his life. “It was mostly about the 
Washington Square Arch wrap, but it also gave me 
a bio on him, it gave me who his family were and 
who his crew members were, and his friends, the 
work that he did before the arch,” he says. “That’s 
when I really started going down this rabbit hole 
of research,” Whipple continues, explaining how 
he found people from Hines’ life — including 
Hamptons artist Nick Weber who shared a studio 
with the older painter in NYC for years — and be- 
gan getting a better picture of his life. 

He also started reaching out to galleries, but 
none of them were interested until he finally 
found San Francisco artist and Vorpal Gallery 
owner Muldoon Elder, who had shown Hines’ 


work in the 1980s. Elder put Whipple in touch 


with an esteemed art historian, Peter Hastings 
Falk, who also happened to be the chief curator 
and editor of an artist discovery group called Dis- 
coveries in American Art. Falk offered to help, 
and thanks to his approval and understanding of 


the work’s quality and importance, Hines’ legacy 


was about to change. 

As Falk told CBS Sunday Morning, “I was im- 
pressed, I was blown away by the originality I 
saw.” He also pointed out that in his estimation, 
Whipple’s collection was worth “well into the mil- 
lions of dollars, once all is said and done.” Falk 
will speak as part of Unwrapping the Mystery 
of: New York’s Wrapper: Francis Hines, a panel 
discussion about the artist and his work at the 
Hamptons Fine Art Fair on Friday, July 15 from. 
1-1:30 p.m. 

The Hamptons Fine Art Fair is just the latest in 
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a growing list of shows featuring work by Francis 
Hines, the most recent of which nearly sold out 
from May 5—June 11 at Hollis Taggart Gallery in 
Southport, CT, according to Whipple who says 
people bought 26 of the 30 pieces on view. 

And while the work is indeed excellent, most 
combining colorful pastels and stretched nylon 


fabric in tense, robust compositions on Arches 
paper mounted on wood, it. certainly wouldn’t be 
selling out shows if it weren’t for Whipple and his 
efforts — not to mention those sensational stories 
about its discovery. 


The headline was made for internet click bait. - 


To paraphrase: “Connecticut Mechanic Discov-

ers Art Worth Millions Abandoned in Dumpster” 
grabbed people’s attention and the story quickly 
went viral, despite the fact that those words, or 
versions of those words, in some way, were more 
self-fulfilling than immediately true. 

Whipple, who puts on no airs of being an art ex- 
pert, explains that while he was thrilled to bring 
so much attention to Hines and his work, he felt 
uncomfortable with the angle of the story being 
told — a story that started with the Daily Mail 
presenting it in the crude language of dollars and 
cents, rather than the more nuanced tale of an 
artist’s career being resurrected after decades of 
never receiving the recognition he deserved. . 

“They turned it into this thing I never wanted 
and I was against it,” Whipple, a down-to-earth 
skater and self-described biue-collar guy says. 


“Once they got hold of the price list, they turned 
- it into this ‘art found in dumpster worth millions’ 


story, and to me it was just ... I had a hard time 
accepting that headline.” 

But the story was in fact true, even if the “worth 
millions” part came after he and Hines were 
thrust into the spotlight. It’s a revealing anecdote 
about the subjectivity of art and the power of per- 
ception in a fickle market that can make or break 
artists based on a stroke of luck or the opinion of 
one so-called important person. 

It’s also, perhaps, a tale that could bring hope to 
all the creative talents out there, laboring in stu- 
dios, never getting their moment in the proverbial 
sun and suffering with the existential dread that 
one day, they will cast off this mortal coil only to 
have their work, and legacy, relegated to thrift 
shop bins or, worse, forgotten in a dumpster.

Invest beyond the stock nerket 
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Something to Wine About: Satisfying Your Sweet Tooth

ometimes after dinner you just 
want a little something sweet. 
But, maybe not to eat. Here are two 
lovely Long Island wines that will 
definitely satisfy your sweet tooth. 
But, unlike wines that are simply 
sweet and taste like sugar water, 
both of these Long Island gems 
are beautifully balanced with just 
enough acidity to keep the wines 
from being one-note or cloying. 
The first, Macari Vineyards’ 
2021 Early Wine is such an inter- 
esting wine. It’s produced from 
100% chardonnay. The grapes are 
harvested early for optimal acid- 
ity and fermented slow and cold. A 
medley of fruit flavors and aromas 
meld seamlessly, with candied 
peach, lemon, pear, and green 
apple in front, and a touch of gin- 
ger near the end. The acidity on 
the finish keeps this wine fresh. It 
retails for $26 and, though sweet, 


it is not sold as a dessert wine and 
therefore comes in a regular size 
bottle. 

Our next decadent delight is 
the Lieb Cellars Reserve Dessert 
Wine which is created with 42% 
pinot blanc, 40% riesling and 
18% sauvignon blanc. This wine 
is full-bodied, rich, and silky, and 
though served cold, it still has a 
warming liqueur quality that is 
present in most dessert wines. 
The notes of caramelized apricots 
and peach are tantalizing, and yet 
again, there is enough acidity in 
the finish of this wine to balance 
the wonderful sweetness. A bottle 
retails for $35 and is in the tradi- 
tional dessert shape, which is half 
the size of a regular bottle. 

Touching on one other differ- 
ence between a sweet regular 
wine, and a dessert wine is the al- 
cohol content. I advise my readers 
who are looking for a very sweet or 


very dry regular — not dessert — 


wine to check the alcohol content 
of the wine. 

Sugar is converted into alcohol 
during fermentation. Leftover 
sugar is residual sugar. Not to get 
too technical, but in regular wine, 
the lower the alcohol content, usu- 
ally, but not always, the sweeter 
the wine. The lovely 2021 Early 
Wine from Macari Vineyards is 
10.5% alcohol. 

However, in the case of dessert 
wines, they can be sweet, but still 
retain a high alcohol content. This 
can be done a number of ways. It 
can be attained by late harvest 
grapes which allows the fruit more 
time to ripen, or ice wines which 
allow the juice in the grapes to 
freeze and become extremely con- 
centrated. 

It can also use a process known 
as fortification, a subject for an- 
other column. The stunning Lieb 
Cellars Reserve Dessert Wine has 
an alcohol content of 14%.

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Countdown to Dan’s Rosé Sotrée: 
A Conversation With Chef Alex Bujoreanu of R.AIRE

Pee, Chef Alex Bujoreanu, who operates 
a new restaurant known as R.AIRE, which is 
located at The Hampton Maid hotel in Hampton 
Bays, will be serving up delicious dishes at Dan’s 
Rosé Soirée on July 9. 

Bujoreanu’s restaurant — one of several on 
hand for the third event in the Dan’s Taste Sum- 
mer Series presented by Yieldstreet — offers an 
assortment of food options that are heavily in- 
spired by the cuisine of Bujoreanu’s home country 
of Spain. One staple of the R.AIRE experience is 
that patrons will rarely be served the same food 
twice. Bujoreanu believes in a unique and fresh 
take on fine dining which is why the food options 
are constantly changing and why the restaurant 
takes advantage of the little things in order to 
make R.AIRE a success. 

“Of course the focus is on the food, but we also 
take pride in the happiness of both our guests 
and our staff,” says Bujoreanu.

tiana Boncompagni, founding CEO of the organic 
meal delivery business Eat Sunny, will wow guests 
with her Mediterranean-focused cuisine during Dan’s 
Rosé Soirée, the third event Dan’s Taste Summer Se- 
ries presented by Yieldstreet, on July 9.

hef Francois Payard has brought his award win- 
oes cuisine to the North Fork in-the newly 
opened Southold Social. This bistro featuring fresh, 
locally sourced ingredients in its seasonal dishes is 
one to try, seated within the Southold hamlet, in the 
epicenter of the North Fork. 

What sets Southold Social apart from other restau- 
rants across the island is the man behind the food, 
Payard. This third-generation chef began his work 
making pastries in his grandfather’s shop Au Nid Des 
Friandises on the Riviera. His origins, fine tuning his 
skills for his craft, were at La Tour d’Argent in Paris 
where he worked alongside his family and later came 
to New York to continue his career. Payard’s touch 
was brought to restaurants throughout New York, 
where he was honored with the James Beard award, 
recognizing talent, achievement and commitment to 
humanitarian-related issues in his field. He opened 
his own restaurant, Francois Payard Patisserie & 
Bistro serving French bistro fare and desserts, which 
has since closed. These experiences afforded Payard 
plenty more awards, including the “Ordre du Mérite 
Agricole” from the French Government, the Dom 
Perignon Award of Excellence and the “Pastry Chef of 
the Year” award from Bon Appétit. 

All Payard’s accolades combined with the former 
work of Adam Lovett, a revered North Fork restaura- 
teur who co-owns and operates the space, have come 
together to make for a spirited dining experience. The 
goal of the two professionals is to bring the hyperlo- 
cal maritime culture to life here on the North Fork, in 
combination with the benefits that come with being 
in rural wine country and surrounded by farmland. 
Ingredients from the bounty of North Fork agricul- 
ture and aquaculture are highlighted throughout the 
menu featuring housemade pasta, locally-sourced 
meats and seafood, bright and tarte salads and an as- 
sortment of wines.

An extensive tented outdoor patio 
brings the fabulous food into the open air and a 38- 
seat private dining space makes for the ideal area to 
host special events like a rehearsal dinner or large 
group of any sort. The future image of Southold So- 
cial features a grand firepit for oyster roasts on the 
outdoor patio by mid-summer. This new, esteemed 
restaurant is located at 56125 Main Road (Cottage 
Place) in Southold. It is open from 5:30-9:30 p.m. on 
Wednesday and Thursday and 5:30-10 p.m. Friday 
through Sunday. 


What was the spark that initiated the cre- 
ation of Southold Social? 

I had been using the kitchen for the past year to 
prepare all of the desserts and ice cream for my dif- 
ferent ventures around town. I also love that Iam able 
to work so closely with many different farmers and 
fisheries to create the freshest dishes from the bounty 
of the North Fork.

What do you think will make this restau- 
rant different from the other ones that you 
have opened and served as the chef? 

I am hoping that this bistro will be like Payard in 
the way that it has great food and people will come 
and make lasting memories. I think Southold Social 
is different because it is more casual dining i in a warm 
setting with generous portions. 


How did you and your co-owner Adam 
Lovett get connected? 
We were connected by ownership. 


What qualities do you and Lovett each bring 
into this unique space? — 

We both bring different qualities to B Boatliold So- 
cial. We share responsibility between the front and 
the back of the house. Adam oversees operations in 
the front and I run the kitchen in the back. 


A lot of your culinary roots are based in 
France. How do you believe your French back- 
ground will come to life in Southold? 

We utilize French cooking techniques and local in- 
gredients to create dishes that appeal to the local cli- 
entele. That’s why everyone loves the pasta so much! 
Everything I make is European-inspired, since I am 
from Nice, which was Italian before it was French. 


Considering the local-origin focus within 
the menu, are there any new cuisine items 
that you are bia with out here on the East 
End? 

Using local ingredients has allowed me to really get 
creative with new menu signatures. Once, we made a 


special stuffed artichoke that was completely vegetar- 


ian. We source beef from local farmers for our filet mi- 
gnon, so we use what is leftover to make beef tartare. 
Tonight, we have beef tartare served with chimichurri 
and Parmigiano Reggiano topped with a big crouton 
and olive oil, like they do in Crete. 


What is your favorite menu item and why? 

I love the crudo! I love that it is all about the fresh 
fish — the locally-caught fish shines with a little 
dressing and vegetables. We like to add jalapefio, but 
we keep them on ice water so it’s not too spicy and you 
can enjoy all of the different flavors at once, which 
makes this a truly unique experience. 


If you had to choose, what are you most 


looking forward to for the future of the 
restaurant? , 

There is something for everyone on this menu. I

auna officially opened in Westhampton Beach 
last month and includes a nod to its past as 
the popular Starr Boggs restaurant. 

This is the second Westhampton Beach loca- 
tion for David and Rachel Hersh of the Rooted 
Hospitality Group, which opened Fauna’s sister 
restaurant, flora, in 2020. The couple bought the 
restaurant space from the eponymous chef and 
owner Starr Boggs in February. 

“We're thrilled to expand on what we started 
in Westhampton Beach with flora,” said David 
Hersh, the chef and owner of Rooted Hospital- 
ity, which also owns RUMBA and Cowfish in 
Hampton Bays. “Flora and Fauna are the balance 
necessary for life and we're playing out that com- 
plementary relationship in food, cocktails and 
hospitality with these two brands.” 


Food and Drinks at Fauna 

“The experience and menu of Fauna have been 
designed for true bon vivants, or those who take 
pleasure in socializing, fine food and drink,” a 
statement from the restaurant says. 

Local fare and fresh ingredients are served, in- 
cluding the Roasted Red Pepper Gnudi with for- 
aged mushrooms, curly kale, black truffle cream 
and pistachio. Appetizers include oysters, sea 
scallops with white polenta croutons, creamed 
corn, arugula, dijon truffle honey, and a hamachi 


crudo prepared with assorted citrus, black olive 
oil, flake salt, sea beans, charred jalapeno, and 
chive aioli. 

The menu also includes an ode, Starr Boggs, 
with a favorite dish, Almond Flounder, served 
over whipped sweet potato, with asparagus, rum- 
glazed banana and citrus beurre blanc. 

New dishes include a Long Island Duck Breast 
with honey-carrot purée, Romanesco, radish, 
white turnip, grilled frisée, yuzu-jerk marma- 
lade, lavender duck glace and Fauna’s Signature 
Chicken for two, which is a fully deboned whole 
organic chicken with overnight garlic and charred 
lemon, finished table-side with a French pressed 
poultry glace accompanied by two sides including 
a choice of golden pommes puree, grilled brocco- 
lini, herbed pomme frites, farmstand vegetables 
or the wild mushrooms prepared with duck ren- 
derings, onions, garlic and Reggiano.

Shortly after George Washington was inaugurated as 
president of the United States (April 30, 1789), a small 
synagogue in Newport, Rhode Island called Yeshuat Israel 
(now known as Touro Synagogue), welcomed the new presi- 
dent in a public address on August 17, 1790: 

“Deprived as we heretofore have been of the invaluable 
rights of free Citizens, we now with a deep sense of gratitude to 
the Almighty disposer of all events behold a Government, erected 
by the Majesty of the People — a Government, which to bigotry gives no sanction, 
to persecution no assistance — but generously affording to all Liberty of conscience, 
and immunities of Citizenship: — deeming every one, of whatever Nation, tongue, or 

language equal parts of the great governmental Machine.” 

The Jews had rarely enjoyed the freedoms of being an emancipated people in any 
country in which they resided. Religious freedom was not yet even guaranteed to 
the Jews by the infant United States, as it would take another year for the states to 
ratify the Bill of Rights in 1791. Still, the Jewish people dreamed that the United 
States would become their new promised land, and Washington their new Jerusa- 
lem. President Washington responded to the Jews of Newport only a few days later 
in a finely crafted and affectionate letter, which Jews have always seen as a symbol 
that Jews could always feel at home here in America: 

“The Citizens of the United States of America have a right to applaud themselves 
for having given to mankind examples of an enlarged and liberal policy: a policy 
worthy of imitation. All possess alike liberty of conscience and immunities of citi- 
zenship .... For happily the Government of the United States, which gives to bigotry 
no sanction, to persecution no assistance requires only that they who live under its 
protection should demean themselves as good citizens, in giving it on all occasions 
their effectual support. ... May the Children of the Stock of Abraham, who dwell in 
this land, continue to merit and enjoy the good will of the other Inhabitants; while 
every one shall sit in safety under his own vine and figtree, and there shall be none 
to make him afraid. May the father of all mercies scatter light and not darkness in 
our paths, and make us all in our several vocations useful here, and in his own due 
time and way everlastingly happy.” 

Although the Jewish community was small when our country was founded, Jews 
from all over the world would come to flee persecution in the years that followed 
finding safety and a freedom to practice their religion in the United States. Despite 
our country’s many flaws, I celebrate the independence of the United States with 
immense gratitude and pride.

Two hundred forty six years. Wow! It’s a 
long time. And as fire trucks, scout troops, 
veteran groups, and marching bands made 
their way down Main Street in Southampton 
on this Fourth of July, I realized that among 
many other freedoms, the citizens and residents 
of the United States have enjoyed the freedom to 
practice the religion of their choice for two hundred 

forty six years. A long time. 

Unfortunately, it is enough time that many of us now take our free- 
doms for granted. I try to frequently remind myself of two facts: 1. It 
was not that long ago when members of my own family risked their 
lives to exercise their faith. Visiting the village where my father was 
born, I was shown a secret Church, hidden in the walls of an old barn, 
where Christians would worship under Ottoman occupation. And 2. 
Many today, in parts of the world 'to which I have never been, continue 
to imperil themselves to make simple acts of religious devotion. Many 
sources site upwards of fifty countries today, where it is illegal to be a 
Christian or even own a copy of the Bible. 

Today, in America, our Churches and Synagogues are open and we 
are free to worship, educate our children, and participate in public life 
from our respective spiritual perspectives. Yet, fewer Americans mean- 
ingfully participate in religious life today than ever before. Perhaps, 
as we celebrate American Independence and individual freedoms, we 
should also take serious stock of the freedoms we take for granted. The 
Freedoms we have but do not exercise are also in danger of being lost. 
Generations before us both risked and gave their lives to hand down 
our religious and spiritual traditions, many came to this country pre- 
cisely for religious freedom. Let’s not freely give up the spiritual inheri- 
tance they sacrificed so much to entrust to us.

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Shinnecock Voices: 
The Nation’s Fight for 
Beach Access

O; July 9, members and allies of 
the Shinnecock Nation will gather 
at Coopers Beach to protest. The Shin- 
necock Nation resides on the same ter- 
ritory as our ancestors and lived there 
thousands of years before us. Despite 
this fact, any tribal member who lives 
on the reservation would have to pay 
the $400 that nonresidents must pay 
in order to access the beach for the sea- 
son. The village perimeter that grants 
free beach access conveniently ends 
before the reservation territory begins. 
Although the Shinnecock have resided 
here since time immemorial, respect 
has rarely been granted for where we 
reside. 

The village of Southampton was 
founded in 1640 and incorporated in 
1894. While both time frames ushered 
in a period of growth for the village, 
they were times of great loss for the 
Shinnecock Nation. It is a loss whose 
impact still reverberates through the 
tribe today. 

To understand where we are, it’s im- 
portant to understand the historical 
context that brought us to this point. 
Long before mansions lined Billion- 
aires’ Lane, the original inhabitants of 
the island already had summer beach 
houses that sprinkled the southern 
shore. Clans and bands would move 
from side to side with a gentle under- 
standing of whose territory was who's. 
This leisurely relationship to the land 
was brought to an abrupt stop with the 
arrival of two distinct groups that colo- 
nized Long Island. 

The Earl of Stirling was granted a 
patent and given the island from King 
Charles I of England in 1636, becoming 
the island’s first owner. He represented 
one faction of the island’s colonization, 
while the Walloons represented the oth- 
er. Erroneously cited as Dutch, the Wal- 
loons were a religious minority subset 
who fled persecution from a Catholic- 
controlled Belgium. Many found refuge 
in the Netherlands and eagerly joined 
voyages to the New World, setting sail 
from Holland to Long Island, Manhat- 
tan, the Hudson River Valley and other 
parts of New York. 

The distinction between these two 
cultures is vital because, while neither 
demographic saw the Indigenous popu-

lation as equals, efforts were made by 
the New. Netherland transplants to 
form legal deeds with the Native popu- 
lation. Often, these transactions took 
place with tribal members who were 
not equipped to sign the land away. 
However, these strategies were a stark 
contrast to those of the Earl of Stirling, 
whose tactics were to completely dis- 
miss any claim by Native or Netherland 
communities that lived on the Island. 
The earl would approach lands that 
were already settled by either the Dutch 


or Natives, and claim them in the name 


of King Charles I. He convinced British 
investment bankers from Lynn, Mas- 
sachusetts that.property on the island 
was most desirable, despite swaths of 
the land being undeveloped. Those who 
purchased land on the East End were 
not doing it for religious freedoms but 
rather investment opportunities. 

While the Dutch and Walloons colo- 
nists tried to maintain a less intrusive 
relationship with the Indigenous popu- 
lation, such cannot be said for their 
leaders. Director of New Netherland 
Willem Kieft’s terrible leadership re- 
sulted in a war against the Lenape 
and Wappinger that was so brutal, the 
Dutch and Walloon population fled in 
disgust at the massacres of the Indian 
population. Peter Stuyvesant, who was 
governor of New Netherlands when the 
city fell, was forewarned by female sa- 
chem of the Shinnecock Quashawam of 
the planned attack by the British. His 
superiority complex caused him to dis- 
miss her. Had he listened to her, instead 
of referring to her as a ranting squaw 
woman, the fate of the Big Apple could 
have played out differently. 

Stories of colonial history have often 
been one-sided. The perspective of the 
Natives has often been omitted, but 
when added to the canvas, it paints a 
much fuller picture of the stories that 
have been told. If we paint the first set-

tlers of Southampton as English Puri- 
tans instead of investors looking to put 
money in the New World, we have a dif- 
ferent connotation of their intentions. 
Similarly, when the village was incor- 
porated in 1894, its incorporation was 
able to occur through nefarious means. 

With the boom of the Industrial 
Revolution, wealthy New Yorkers were 
looking for an escape from the city and 
found the answer they were looking for 
in the East End. However, a lease final- 


ized by the English and the Shinnecock . 
in the early 18th century gave the Shin- 


necock a 1,000-year lease on 3,600 
acres in Southampton and prevented 
further non-native expansion. After so 
much land had been taken from Native 
populations by questionable means, the 
Non-Intercourse Act passed by Con- 
gress attempted to regulate those sales 
by more official means. The act made 
it illegal to transfer aboriginal lands 
without the approval of the federal 
government..When the wealthy class 
of New York saw this stalemate, they 


asked the tribe if they were willing to | 


sell the land. The tribe refused. Unde- 


terred, the bankers spearheading this 


initiative went to Shinnecock graves 
and wrote down the names of our dead 
on a false deed. They presented this to 
the New York legislature, which then 
granted the town rights to the Shin- 
necock land. However, under the Non- 


Intercourse Act, such transactions were 
illegal. The New York legislation had no 
authority to make such a deal. Yet the 
deal was made, and the Shinnecock re- 
side on the territory that was a result of 
that transaction. We fought, and were 
denied at every juncture. When we say 
that Southampton is on stolen land, it is 
not hyperbole. : 
Now, 168 years after the modification 
of the Non-Intercourse Act in 1834, the 
Nation that has remained continues to 
fight for the land and waters of which 
we have always been stewards. Join the 
Shinnecock Nation on July 9 at Coopers 
Beach, at 268 Meadow Lane at noon to 
enable Shinnecock members to have ac- 
cess to village beaches. After the caustic 
and racist tactics that brought us here, 
access to village beaches is the bare 
minimum that can be done to initiate a 
healing process that is long overdue. :

Bridgehampton Event Supports 
No Dogs Left Behind in Ukraine

[ seems as though we’re constantly 
seeing our laws and protections 
changing, complicating an already 
confusing and stressful world. But 
for animals, there are often little to 
no safeguards in place to prevent 
cruelty against them, which leads to 
a life of abuse, torture and, in many 
cases, horrific death. 

Here to promote change by fighting 
for global animal welfare laws and a 
_ sustainable future is founder of No 
Dogs Left Behind, Jeffrey Beri. After 
viewing several life-changing docu- 
mentaries including Cowspiracy 
which identifies animal agriculture 
as the major source of global warm- 
ing and brings to light the immense 
cruelty found within the industry, 
Beri left his profession as a fash- 
ion jewelry designer and mechani- 
cal engineer for the opportunity to 
save lives and become a voice for the 
voiceless. 

With a strong global presence in- 
cluding three sanctuaries in East 
Asia and about 10,000 volunteers 
on the frontlines, tens of thousands 
of animals have been saved directly 
and indirectly by No Dogs Left Be- 
hind and its allies. “We believe that 
no country has the right to operate 
without animal welfare laws and that 
reckless slaughtering must come to 
an end. As masters in emergency re- 
sponse and evacuation, we believe in 
fighting the fight on the frontlines in 
the harshest and worst places,” says 
Beri. Most recently, this includes 
rescue efforts in war-torn Ukraine, 
working to rescue and reunite pets 
with their owners, as well as a mis- 
sion to rescue 300 survivors from 
Afghanistan, where Beri and his 
team were met head-on with the 
Taliban and their AK-47s. 

Whether domestically or interna- 
tionally, the calls for help never stop, 
which is how Beri and his teams find 
themselves in some of the harshest 
conditions around in the world. “Our 
intentions. are to work with existing 
infrastructures, provide support and 
evacuate survivors to be able to re- 
unite them with their animals. We’re 
also able to act on a humanitarian ba- 
sis, as we have facilities set up as safe 
havens for refuges and their pets,” 


notes Beri. When on the ground, No 
Dogs Left Behind is accompanied by 
medical and security teams to assist 
rescue efforts. Despite not having a 
military background, Beri has mas- 
tered the art of running drills, cre- 
ating reconnaissance scenarios, and 
calculating all moves made to ensure 
safe and successful missions. “We’re 
not combat and we're not political 
or religious. We are only there to 
risk our lives on the frontline for the 
voiceless,” says Beri. 

On a global scale, the recent pan- 
demic shined a light on the abuse and 
dangerously unsanitary conditions 
found in wet markets where animals. 
are recklessly slaughtered. Because 
there are no animal welfare laws in 
China or many East Asian countries, 
people have the ability to kill an ani- 
mal whenever or however they see 
fit. Oftentimes this includes stealing 
pets, dragging or clubbing them to 
death, and even torching them for 
consumption. But while there are no 
protection laws for animals, No Dogs 
Left Behind can expose the animal 
butchers by leaning on health food 
standards and safety laws. Once the 
teams have documented evidence of 
the butchering, volunteers surround 
the facility, media outlets and gov- 
ernment officials are called in, and 
the villagers are put on notice to de- 
mand enforcement of laws protect- 
ing their health and safety. 

Perhaps the best way to stop the 
abuse is through education. Beri has 
volunteers on the ground providing 
pamphlets explaining the dangers of 
wet markets and backyard butchers. 
“In the face of COVID, people have 
experienced death all around them. 
We provide guidance and education 
to help people understand that we 
can prevent the next pandemic by 
shutting down these slaughterhous- 
es today,” says Beri. But remember, 
this is a global concern, not specific 
to one area or continent. Even in the 
Unites States, our animal welfare 
laws are minimal and offer almost 
no protection for the humane care 
of animals. Factory farming leads to 
cruelty and disease, most recently 
contributing to the avian flu, where- 
in millions of birds were inhumanely 
killed due to exposure caused by the 
reckless care and limited oversight

of these animals and their environ- 
ments. “It’s absolutely unacceptable 
and I encourage everyone to scream 
louder. No country has the right to 
recklessly slaughter or operate with- 
out any animal welfare laws,” says 
Beri. More and more, many Long Is- 
land and New York State legislators 
are listening, so be sure to voice your 
concerns with your local representa- 
tives. ;

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Tom and Mickey: 


Merging Real Estate and 


Music at Stony Brook

t’s hard to imagine Tom and Mickey 

— Tom Postilio and Mickey Conlon 
— ever being anything but Tom and 
Mickey. 

Partners in life and in business, 
the married, dynamic duo is a top- 
producing real estate team at Douglas 
Elliman in Manhattan and on Long Is- 
land, consistently ranking nationally 
for sales volume. 

“I always get top billing,” chides 
Tom, who once starred in Our Sinatra 
Off Broadway and sang with big bands 
and at venues such as Westbury Music 
Fair and the Rainbow Room in Man- 
hattan. 

“It was my design — Tom and Mick- 
ey, you know, it was sing-song,” Tom 
adds with a laugh. 

“Oh yes, that was it,’ confirms 
Mickey, who can more than hold his 
own with a tune and who was produc- 
ing commercial theater in New York 
before he decided to resurrect his real 
estate career when the world was fi- 
nancially rocky in the fall of 2008. 

Music has always played an impor- 
tant part in their lives. 

As their “how we met” story goes, 
Mickey had Tom at Frank Sinatra. Or 
was it at Marilyne Maye, the cabaret 
star who both Tom and Mickey adored 
and who they were both going to see 
perform at the Town Hall in Manhat- 
tan in January of 2008 on a classic 
New York night. Their mutual friend 
Mark Sendroff introduced them out- 
side, under the marquee, just before 
Maye was about to hit the stage. And 
the rest is .... Tom and Mickey history. 

“Music matters to us because it was 
music that brought us together,” says 
Mickey. Once Mickey revealed his mu- 
tual appreciation of Peter Allen, that 
pretty much cemented the deal with 
Tom. 

“Peter Allen: That was when I truly 
fell in love,” says Tom. “I’m nuts for 
Sinatra. He was my original hero 
(Mickey’s hero is Noel Coward), but 


when I was 14 Peter Allen made a dif- 
ference in my life.” 

Mickey adds: “Peter Allen is the rea- 
son you came out.” 

Tom replies: “Yes, Peter Allen is the 
reason I came out. I went to see him in 
concert in 1990 when I was 20 years 
old and I had not come out yet. I knew 
I was gay. I went with some friends 
to see Peter Allen at Westbury Music 
Fair, in the backyard practically where 
I grew up on Long Island — a packed 
house, standing ovations — it was un- 
believable. 

“Peter Allen was outrageous,” he 
continues. “I fell in love. I sat there in 
my little chair and I thought, “Wow, 
this guy is really gay?’ And he’s getting 
standing ovations from everybody 
in Long Island? So this is not a bad 
thing.” 

The clincher for Tom was at the end 
of a Peter Allen song, 

“Two years before he died, he 
sang the last song that he (co) wrote, 
‘Love Don’t Need a Reason,” he said. 
“Grammatically incorrect but ... it just 
knocked the wind out of my sails. I 
was so taken. ‘Love Is Never A Crime’ 
and I sat there and I cried and I came 
out to my family the next day.” 

Not an easy road at first for either 
Tom or Mickey when they respectively 
came out to their parents. 

“My mother will say to this day that 
she was just afraid,” says Tom, “You 
know, the stigma of gay and AIDS and 
all of that in the late 80s early ’90s, 
I don’t have to tell you, it was always 
like, ‘What will the family think, what 
will the neighbors think?” 

He is quick to add that today he is “so 
proud of my parents for changing their 
mind about this. And that’s what any 
of these issues is about — just mak- 
ing sure that you know it’s the same 
people you know, the same people you 
love and now you have a little more in- 
formation about them.” 

Mickey says, “That’s also why we 
need to say ‘gay.” 

Tom adds, “Harvey Milk: Come out,

come out, come out.” 
Challenging family dynamics aside, 
the Tom and Mickey moniker fit and 


-dovetailed with their decision to 


merge as a real estate in 2012. 

“When we both kind of closed the 
previous chapter out, the business re- 
ally started to do well,” says Tom, who 
had been working at a boutique firm in 
Manhattan, while Mickey was selling 
real estate at a different boutique firm 
on Long Island when the two decided 
to merge as a team. 

But try as they did to focus primarily 
on real estate, show biz, clearly in both 
of their DNA makeup, circled back and 
played its part. 

“Thad started with Selling New York 
and was having great success with 
HGTV,” says Tom. “Selling New York 
was like the first reality real estate 
show, people stopped me on the street, 
people loved it.” 

When Tom and Mickey became a 
thing in real estate, it worked for them 
as a team on the show as well. 

“The success of that show was about 
the same time Mickey and I decided to 
work together and then there was just 
the two of us on the show,” says Tom. 
“From there, fast forward it was just 
a shot out of a cannon (2010). We did 
that for a couple of seasons.” 

The appearances on Selling New 
York led to more TV appearances, 


and Tom and Mickey were sitting on a 
couch as guests of Andy Cohen. 

“The show gave us a sense of fa- 
miliarity with people, so when we sat 
down they had a sense of the way we 
worked,” says Mickey. “I don’t think 
we played characters on the show. We 
were pretty much who we are. I think 
it was an authentic representation.” 

That same familiarity and ease with 
themselves and with people has cer- 
tainly helped their business and their 
relationships. It’s no wonder they are 
often the go-to agents for celebrities 
and industry leaders. Their clientele 
includes Liza Minnelli, Barry Ma- 
nilow, and David Sanborn. 

“It’s all about people you know — re- 
ferrals are the life blood of business,” 
says Tom. “If somebody had a good 
experience, then they tell somebody 
in their family or their sphere of influ- 
ence, that truly makes us proud.” 

In 2015, their real estate career 
took a big turn when Tom and Mickey 
“had the good fortune to meet Howard 
Lorber,” Douglas Elliman Real Estate 
chairman. 

“Howard personally negotiated the 
deal with us to bring us to Douglas El- 
liman and we made the move. It’s been 
seven years now,” says Tom. “We felt 
like we had hit a ceiling in our career 
and carefully watched other colleagues 
who had made a move. Whether or not 
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it’s true, somebody once said to us, ‘I 
think you guys are great, but I'd never 
hire you because youre not with one of 
the big firms.” 

Tom and Mickey felt “there was a 
sense of accountability to that.” Adds 
Tom, “So we made that move and we 
flourished in the environment and 
we love the company so much ... and 
Howard really plays an active role in 
the business and is always happy to be 
there.” 

This summer, Tom and Mickey are 
partnering with Douglas Elliman to 
sponsor and bring back a music se- 
ries they started last summer at the 
Jazz Loft in Stony Brook — a mar- 
riage of sorts with their real estate and 


their love of music, particularly jazz 


standards and music from the Great 
American Song Book.

é, pies benefit a landscape by serving both 
aesthetic and utilitarian functions. A home 
surrounded by healthy green trees can be a sight 
to behold, and those same trees can benefit sur- 
rounding plants and wildlife at the same time. 

As appealing as trees are, not all trees and land- 
scapes make for the perfect match. The Arbor Day 
Foundation notes the importance of planning 
when designing a landscape. Planning ensures 
the trees homeowners ultimately choose for their 
properties will grow well in the soil and moisture 
present in their yards. Careful consideration of a 
handful of variables can help homeowners deter- 
mine which trees will make the best fit for their 
properties. 

Height: Homeowners, must consider the pro- 
jected height of a tree before planting it.

Canopy spread: Trees grow out as well as up,

so it’s important to consider their potential width 
at maturity as well. The ADF sizing guide can help 
homeowners get an idea of how wide a tree is like- 
ly to be at maturity. Trees that spread out quite a 


‘bit don’t necessarily need to be avoided, but it’s 


important that they’re planted far enough apart 
so they don’t adversely affect surrounding plants. 


In addition, wide trees that are planted too close 
together can make the landscape appear crowded, © 


taking something away from its aesthetic appeal. 

Growth rate: Growth rate is an important 
variable because it can affect how quickly home- 
owners will see changes in their landscapes. 
Homeowners who want to plant for privacy can 
consider trees with quick growth rates or pur- 
chase more mature trees that are already near 
full growth. Those who are not in need of instant 
transformation can try trees with slower growth 
rates, which the ADF notes typically live longer 
than fast-growing species. 

Requirements: Different trees require dif- 
ferent amounts of sun and moisture and different 
soil components to thrive. Homeowners can have 
their soil tested to determine which trees will

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Laurette Mulry: Suffolk County Legal Aid’s 
Legal Eagle Provides Holistic Approach 
When Helping Suffolk’s Indigent Clients

| ete is familiar with these words from TV 
crime shows and films when someone is ar- 
rested: 

“You have the right to remain silent. Anything 
you say can and will be used against you in a court 
of law. You have the right to speak to an attorney, 
and to have an attorney present during any ques- 
tioning. If you cannot afford an attorney, one will be 
appointed to you.” 


That last part is where Laurette Mulry comes in. ' 


Mulry is the Attorney in Charge at the Suffolk Coun- 
ty Legal Aid Society (SCLAS), which plays a vitally 
important function in the criminal justice system in 
Suffolk. 

If you remember your episodes of Law & Order, 
after an arrest by police, the case is turned over to 
the district attorney’s office for prosecution. But 
anyone charged with a crime is also assured legal 
representation to defend themselves in court. It’s in 
the Constitution! If their income qualifies, they are 
entitled to a Legal Aid Defense attorney. SCLAS is 
the primary provider of indigent defense services 
for the county, handling in excess of 30,000 cases 
annually in criminal, family and appellate courts. 

“The mission of the Suffolk County Legal Aid 
Society and our public defenders is to provide zeal- 
ous, holistic criminal defense, certain family court 
representation and social work to eligible Suffolk 
County residents,” said Mulry. “We ensure justice 


and fairness in an extremely challenging system . 


and work together to provide quality access to legal 
representation to the most vulnerable population.” 

Mulry came to the SCLAS in 2000, right out of 
Touro Law Center, and started in the Senior Citi- 
zens Division. She moved up to administration in 
2011, when she was triumphant in securing better 
and less costly health insurance for the employees. 
She has served as the Attorney in Charge of Legal 
Aid since 2016. 

In 2015 a landmark lawsuit was settled at the state 
level called the Hurrell-Harring decision, which 
basically said that the state was not upholding its 
constitutional mandate to provide indigent defense. 
This led to extra funding for public defender offices 
throughout the state to increase the level of servic- 
es. This was a perfect time for Mulry to launch her 
holistic approach, something that she passionately 
believes in. She hired social workers to work along- 
side the public defenders. The SCLAS now employs 
150 defense attorneys and about 15 social workers. 
The social workers work closely with attorneys to 
provide a holistic approach to their clientele, who 
often come to them not only with a legal issue, but 
with others social issues that can include addiction, 
domestic abuse, poverty, homelessness and unem- 
ployment. Mulry was This instrumental in imple- 


menting a holistic model of defense in the provision 
of defense representation in Suffolk County. 

For example, clients may have great difficulty get- 
ting to and from court, which may not sound like a 
big challenge for anyone with a car, but vulnerable 
people with little money and no car, face more of a 
challenge. 

“Often, people can miss the last bus leaving court 
and they become stranded,” says Mulry. “We are 
currently working with LYFT, which is providing 
funding for free vouchers for our qualifying clients. 
We also conducted a very successful holiday drive 
last year using an Amazon Wish List and received 
thousands of dollars’ worth of donations of LYFT 
vouchers, as well as personal hygiene and care items 
that SCLAS social workers give out to incarcerated 
clients and those headed into rehabilitation facili- 
ties.” 

The holiday drive was spearheaded by Kerry 
Tenure, a forensic social worker (LMSW) with the 
SCLAS and the Amazon Wish list went viral with 
the help of then-SCLAS attorney Alex Clavering 
reaching his 800,000 followers. The office received 
more than 2,500 boxes of gifts and cards from all 
over the country, many containing heart-felt notes 
such as: “Your kindness means everything,” “I wish 
someone would have helped me when I was strug- 
gling,” “From one Justice survivor to all the others, 
don’t lose hope... ”, and “ Thank you for thinking of 


all the little things, when I was homeless the little . 


things meant the world. Sending love.” 


“LYFT’s offer to fund additional rides is a game’ 


changer in this county,” said Mulry. “Lyft rides cre- 
ate a sense of safety and security for all of those in- 
digent individuals who can’t afford even a bus ride.” 

However, the job is not without its grear. chal- 
lenges, according to Mulry. 

The salary playing field between those attorneys 
working for the district attorney’s office and the 
SCLA public defenders who represent the ie 
is far from even. 

Legal Aid attorneys are paid an average of 
$13,000 a year LESS than their prosecuting coun- 
terparts at the Suffolk County District Attorney's 
office. The salary disparity is just one element of the 
lopsided pay and benefits scale for the two offices 
face the same issue, earning $35,000-$75, 000 less 
than their District Attorney counterparts.” 

“We always strive to hire the most qualified at- 
torneys who possess the knowledge and skills nec- 
essary to provide effective and meaningful repre- 
sentation to those who cannot afford counsel., but 


this is becoming more and more difficult. In exit - 


interviews our attorneys have routinely pointed to 
the lower salaries as reason for the decision to re- 
sign,” Mulry says. 

Mulry and her family, who live in the Town of Is- 
lip, enjoy the East End’s vineyards, restaurants, and

cultural offerings. 

“Any chance I get I love to travel out east,” she 
says.

Ms. Mulry currently serves on the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Chief Defenders Association of New York, 
an organization of Chiefs of institutional and as- 


signed counsel defender programs statewide. Chief 


Judge Janet DiFiore appointed Ms. Mulry to serve 
as a Commissioner on the Commission to Reimag- 
ine the Future of the Courts in-New York. She is also 
a member of the New York State Office of Indigent 
Legal Services Criminal Defense Advisory Group. 


_ Ms. Mulry is active on the Suffolk County Bar As- 


sociation and is an Officer of the Suffolk Academy 
of Law. She is also an active member of the Suffolk 
County Access to Justice Task Force, the Suffolk 
County Criminal Justice Coordinating Council and 
the Suffolk County Bar Association Pro Bono Foun- 


- dation. She also serves on the Suffolk County Ju- 


dicial Women in the Courts Committee, which she 
co-chaired in 2017-2019. Ms. Mulry received her 
B.A. from Colgate University and her Juris Doctor, 
graduating Magna Cum Laude, from Touro College, 
Jacob D. Fuchsberg Law Center. Mulry is also co- 
chairing the Criminal Law Committee of the Suffolk 
County Bar Association and is Past President of the 
Chief Defender’s Association of New York. She was 
recently appointed to serve on the New York State 
Bar Association’s Task Force on the Modernization 
of Criminal Practice. 

Mulry is married to her husband Cliff, and they 
have three children; David 27, and Aidan, 25, who 
are both attorneys, and daughter Ali, 21, who is at- 
tending nursing school.
